Tho Bill to ftmenJ lha Real Estate Tax 
Act of 1860, brought in by Mr. Cary, has 
reached a second reading, and it may, per- 
haps, be worth while fur tho public to know 
whether it is Blioli a one as would be likely 
to. meet with their approval when put in 
practice. Though on tho whole it may bo 
pretty well adapted to obtain the end sought 
to be j^iiineil by its enactment, still we can- 
not holp remarking that there tire some fea- 
tures in it which are not likely to meet with 
much favor from those who will have to pay 
taxes under its provisions. Ono cannot help 
1,-aing struck, for instance) with the evident 
desire there is apparent on the face of nearly 
every enactment in which there is any oc- 
casion for the appointment of officers, to 
throw tho whole power and patronage into 
the hands of the Governor. This system of 
centralization has become almost as strong 
in this Colony as in the despotic Gov- 
ernments of Europe. The Governor is 
made the factotum in the way of offioitil 
appointments. The principle is continued 
in the Bill, where, il any where, it ought to 
have no place. It is of the highest import- 
ance that a proper person— one having no 
connection with the Executive, should be 
nppointed as assessor. lie should stand be- 
tween the Government and the people. We 
want no dependent upon Crown patronage to 
fix the value of our property according to the 
elastic scale prescribed by the Executive. We 
want no place-server who will make equal jus- 
tice to all subservient to the private interests 
and wishes of those in power. The people have 
to pay the taxes, and it is only just that they 
should have something to say in choosing the 
officers who are to decide in what proportions 
they are to pay. As matters exist in this 
Colony at presetit, there is no ono responsible 
for the appointment of any person to a Gov- 
ernment office but the Governor himself. The 
principle of responsibility— one of the most, 
beautiful features of British parliamentary in- 
stitutions—is completely ignored in our system 
ol government. We might as well be under 
the Czar of Russia for all the benefit we derive 
irotn it. That being the case, the country has 
a right to insist that no power of appointing 
Assessors be given to the Governor by any act 
of the Legislative Assembly until such time as 
the principle of ministerial responsibility be 
fully recognized and carried out by our Gov- 
ernment, It is not likely, as long as all the 
patronage ol officers resides in the hands ol the 
Governor alone, and the funds arc freely sup- 
plied by the people, that much change of eon- 
duct can be expected. The elections are now 
not very far off. The days of some at least of 
our present members are numbered. They arc 
now in the " sere and yellow leaf." " A vote ! 
a vote! a place for a vote !" will soon he the 
cry. All that official pressure cun do will be 
done to secure the return of dead-heads and 
time-servers, who will be content to sit in our 
House ol Assembly like so many automatons 
to be put through set movements by the Chief 
Manager. Then the value of placemen will 
become apparent. 

It does not appear that the Legislature in 
this new Bill have any intention of mak- 
ing any distinction between absentee and 
resident land-owners. No better opportun- 
ity could occur than the present for attempt- 
ing to make some provision by which 
absentees rni»ht be made to contribute some- 
thing more than equal tuxes with those who 
remain on the Island. We have advocated 
the introduction of such a change in previous 
numbers of this paper, and we have still to 
repeat that it is a gross injustice to suffer 
men residing elsewhere, hut owning land 
here, to reap the benefit in the improved 
value of their property, derived from the 
presence and labour of those who bear tho 
brunt of the hardships attendant on reducing 
n new country to something like civilization. 
We dare say that mo3t of our readers can 
point out instances within their knowledge 
where tracts of land are owned by men living 
in California or England, who have made little 
or no improvements upon them, but arc 
waiting till time and the exertions of resi- 
dents shall have so increased the value of 
their property as to make it worth their while 
to look after it. Now who is there that does 
not see what a drag such a state of things 
must bo upon the progress of a young coun- 
try 1 Instead of being resident consumers 
and producers, adding by their presence to 
tho wealth of the Island, they live abroad, 
they spend their money abroad, they give 
other countries the benefit of their labor and 
skill, and, not only that, in many instances 
they help to draw money out of the country 
in the shape of rents. Why can't the 
principle of taxing absentees- to make up for 
loss occasioned by their living ubioad be in- 
troduced. There is no unfairness in it. It 
is only an act of justice to those who remain 
here to build our Colony by their money, 
their labor, and their intelligence. 

Wo think that clause requiring the As- 
sessor, bef'jre the completion of his roll, to 
transmit by post to every person named 
thereon, whose place of abode is known to 
tho Assessor, a notice of the actual value at 
which his real estate has been assessed, and 
the amount to be paid, is open to serious ob- 
jection. If this were a country in which 
post oflices were within reach of every man, 
tt might not make much difference, but huw 
are men to get letters in the outer districts 
-wherethere are scarcely roads, let alone u 
poet office? Must a man keep constantly 
coming to Victoria lor notices from the As- 
sessor, or run the risk of being improperly 
taxed without his knowledge? Why not 
make it obligatory on tho Assessor to have 
the notice served personally whenever tho 
place of residence within the colony can be 
known? As it is now notices might as well 
be dispensed with altogether, as not one In 
ton is likely to get them until it is too late. 

With regard to the Court of Revision, 
could it not be fixed by tho Act for some cer- 
tain day in the year that everybsdy could be 
Huro of whether ho lived with the reach ol 
newspapors or post-oflices or not, and could 
regulato himself accordingly. Thero is no 
necessity for leaving it to be arranged by 
the Sheriff, perhaps in ono month, ono year, 
and in another the next, till no one knows 
where to find it, unless pcrchanco ho sees

Suction 1. Therefore bo it ordained that from 
and after tho pisSuig bf this ordinance, no slaugh- 
ter house, tannery, distillery, or other offensive 
trade or occupation, shall be conducted In any 
premises situated within the limits of the said city, 
under a penalty not exceeding one pound sterling 
for each oltence. 

That no person shall ride or drive 
through the public streets at u pace exceeding 
eight miles per hour, under u penalty not exceed- 
ing one pound sterling for each olfcnce.

All pigs anil goats found at largo within 
the city limits, shall be ileemud a nuisance, and 
impounded ; and the owner shall forfeit for each 
and every otluticc a sum not exceeding one pound 
sterling, 'and in default of payment of the said 
penalty, the pigs and goats so impounded. shall, 
after trie expiration or seven days, be sold by or- 
der of tho presiding ufBqcr. 

No person shall wantonly lire or set off 
or discharge any guns, pistols, cannons, squibbs, 
crackers, or fireworks, of any kind or description, 
nor shall wear or carry on tho person any loaded 
fire-arms or dangerous weapons about tlio person 
within the city limits, under a penalty not exceed- 
ing live pounds sterling for each offence.

Debate in the Assembly oil the Nom- 
inal Salary Resolution. 

In the House of Assembly on Tuesday, 23d 
inst., Mrs Trimble's resolution " That an ad- 
dress be presented to Ilis Excellency tho Gov- 
ernor, praying that a nominal salary be paid 
to Her .Majesty's representative in this House/'" 
was taken up, .Mr. Tolniie in the chair. 

Mr. Trimble, in rising to move the adoption 
of the resolution, stated his reasons for bring- 
ing forward the measure. Ho had consulted a 
legal gentleman on the subject, and had been 
inlornied that the Fianehise Act of 18C0 had 
no binding elleel upon a member of the House 
appointed to a position without salary. If tho 
House had a Minister receiving a salary, he 
would bo expected to do his duly, and if he 
did not, t tic II •nub would have the power of 
shipping him. No reflection was intended to 
be cast on tho Attorney General : but ho be- 
lieved that the Attorney General was not in 
the seci'bta ol the Uovei'nincut, and a minister 
was wanted who would uiidurstund everything 
going oil behind the scenes, anil furnish ex- 
planations when asked to do so. The Upper 
House was Idled with the nominees of the Gov- 
ernment ["Order," by the Chair j, and it', was 
impossible, ns matters stood, to have a vote 
ol want of confidence in any minister of the 
Government. The honorable gentleman quoted 
from a statute ol Queoti Anno, shelving; thai 
where a Minister received aa ii;.n-i|t he 
iniisl vacate his seat and g;> buturo his constit- 
uents for reelection ; and concluded by saving 
that if the Minister in the If. -use was granted 
a salary, ho would bo directly under the con- 
trol ol tho House, and information on many 
subjects, which was not now lortiicoiuing, would 
then be obtainable by the asking-. 

Mr. Ring said lie did not rise to.s-ccbbd the 
resolution. He believed that there should be 
some person in the HotlSQ to answer all ques- 
tions that might be put to him ; hut as to a 
salary, that was quite u different matter; lie 
would not give one'. The duties of a minister 
were no doubt arduous and disagreeable, and 
were a great tax on the Attorney General 
[hear], and he therefore thought that the point 
would lie met it' sonic member ol the Council 
were sent down to give answers. There must 
be sonm organ through which the wishes of 
the House could be conveyed to the Executive : 
but he was opposed to a nominal salary lor 
such organ, or any salary at all. 

•Mr. Gary read a letter from His Excel- 
lency to the House, authorizing; tho Attorney 
General to give such information as tho 
House might from time to lime require con- 
cerning the course ol the Government ; and 
said that if any question which had been 
asked remained at present Unanswered, it 
nroso from n want of clerical aid to furnish 
the necessary information, or the pressure of 
public and private business upon him, am 
ii. a froiii a lack of desire to furnish the requir- 
ed information on the part of either the 
Minister ur the G ivoriiiiiunt. As regarded 
a salary, be would scorn to do tue duties 
for pay. No amount of money would com- 
pensate him for the onerous duties which he 
was daily culled on to perform. IWok at 
the miserable state id' the colonial finances 
— look at the calls on government foi money 
from all sides, and why rash into additional 
expenditure by granting additional salary j 
where none was required ! No per on po 
sessad of a particle of spirit woi 
for such drudgery as he perform 
with any respect lor hiinsell would do it. It 
was perfectly competent lor the House to 
express a want of confidence in him il not 
satisfied, and no person with any self-ruspecl 
would remain after ilia passage of such a 
vote. 

Mi. King asked il it could not be so ar- 
ranged that the heads ol depaitmonts might 
ccnio into tho House whenever requested and 
ami give information on matters conuectod 
witli their several departments. 

Mr. Cary replied that all information now 
required from them was handed to him by 
the heads of departments, and by him laid 
beloro the House. 

Mr. Buriiaby thought that the Governor's 
letter to the House was extremoly vague, and 
did not place the Altoruoy General in the 
position of an ncurpdj ed minister. The 
nominal salary was l.j compel any future 
minister to appeal to the people to confirm 
his appointment as minister in the House ; 
but ho was hardly prepared to veto lor the 
measure now. It must come before the 
House before long in the form "I' a constitu- 
tional measure, and it was for this House to 
decide whethor it was prepared to grapple 
with that great question now. Ho thought 
not. 

.Mr. Franklin regarded the proposition as 
both important and honest. It was the 
stepping-stone lor the establishment in this 
Colony of Responsible Govern men r. Tho 
House might, had it a responsible minister, 
always find out what was going on in the 
Legislative Council, the deliberations ol 
which were now nearly as a sealed book. 
Il would be well for the country irresponsi- 
ble government prevailed throughout the 
entire governmental machinery, hut the 
measure" proposed bethought premature. 

Mr. Helmcken said the hocorablo mover 
insulted every member around the table by 
assorting that the House was rilled with Hie 
nominees ol the government. 

Mr. Trimble— I said the Upper House was 
so constituted. 

Mr. Helmcken— Oh ! tho Upper House.

The neighborhood of Montlael a small 
tow n about twelve miles from Lyons, on the 
road to Geneva- enjoys a traditionary ill re- 
pute.
